THE TRADE OF MANCHURIA., 

‘The following interesting: paper is ex- 
tracted from Mri tan nel able report 

‘on’ the.trade.of Newchwang.. a 
Of the secondary imports, two only— 
‘Sugar and [ron—seem to me to, require no- 
tico.. The importation of the former: has 
been almost threo times as large as during 
186, The increase, has amounted to over 
sixty-two thousand peculs... At one time, 
indeed, the market was glutted, and-various 
re-shipments became necessary... The past 
aeazou - has witnessed the firat arrival: of 
Formosan Sugar. Lt was not. disposed of 
to advantage. This was, I believe, toa 
! great extent due-to the unusual mode of 
packing, Were care taken to ngsimilate 
the packages to those employed for Manila 
and Swatow Sugar, the principal obstacle 
that impedes the consumption of the new 
commodity would be overcome. So Sugar; 
60 far 48 1 can judge, willbe brought. here 
with profit in the early-part of the ap- 
proaching season. - Iron, on the other hand, 
has been barely sufficient for tho demand: 
This must be attributed to the disappoint- 
ment experienced by those who speculated 
in it-in 1866, and to the fact that the: pro- 
tracted winding up of the affairs of a bank- 
rupt firm, retained, for a considerable 
time, unsold, a quantity large. for this 
market..- Not long ago, at a secluded-inn 
in the hills some fifty miles from Ying-tzu, 
a man anxiously enquired of me whether 
the Foreign Ivon‘mines were being’ ex- 
| hausted. He was ‘the village blacksmith, 
; and was in the habit: of resorting twice ‘a 
p year. to this-port, in order to secare his sup- 
plies of the more finely worked metal ; and 
the high price rendered -bis lest visit ‘2 fai- 
lure, .

andiso deficientin heat-giving power that 
the metal workers in. the capital are’ forced | 
to mix charcoal with it, Portions of the 
preceding lines .may appear a mere value- 
jess string of names; yet the information 
it-contains could not have been procured 
here and was only obtained.at Kirin after 
considerable questioning and sifting... The: 
intercourse in. these: districts between the 
intelligent classes is strangely limited. 
They ‘quit their :places of residence with 
reluctance, and when circumatances neces- 
sitate such a atep, they confine themselves 
to the. objects of their. visit, and ‘take no 
interest in the novelties that imay surround 
them ;.and the carters give no thought to 


.| anything but the rest and food of them- 


selves and thoir teams, and cannot even 
tell the ‘distances on the roads. which they 
may traverse a dozen times a year. - 
Opium is characterised by .a-slight de- 
creaso, The circumstance however pcs:esses 
no significance, - Careful and well distribut- 
ed enquiries. tend to show that, sinca the 
opening of-Ying-tau to Foreign trade, this 
commodity. has become in the interior 
cheaper by one-half, whilst the number of 
the amokers has been trebled, In a little 
village among the highlands that form the 
Northern border of the Feng-t’ien hill 
district [lit upon four or five acres given 
up to the: cultivation of the. poppy. An 
acre there yields two hundred taels weight 
ofthe “drag. It was spoken ‘of as being 
‘well: flavoured, but deficiout in- streugth, 
and was twemty per cent cheaper than Fo- 
reign. Upium. — Farther North, near the 
Mongolian town of Po-li-tun, it is sown’ on 
a large seale but. with smaller results, ‘an 
acre-only yielding ono hundred taels weight. 
In Kirin the production is carried to a much 
vaster extont, At ‘least three hundred 
peouls are yearly brought into the market, 
and the drug.is evén offered for sate in the 
shops of Ying-tzii., In the neighbourhood 
of the producing districts, the presénoe of 
the Native article must be projudicial to 
its Foreign rival: At -Kirin T found. the 
price of Opium considerably lower. than it 
was at Ying-tzi when I left. The cultiva- 
tion of ‘the poppy was ouly commenced in 
this portion of the Empire three years ago. 
By far the most, gratifying feature of the 
trade of 1867, is the extended demand 
for Manufactures, Ninety-nine thousand 
pieces of Cotton Goods were imported 
against forty-two thousand in 1866; and 
twenty-eight thousand pieces of Woollen 
Goods against three thousand in the latter 
year. “Hf Market reports, alao, are-to be 
trusted, the prices obtained here were better 
than those procured elsewhere; and this 
satisfactory result has been arrived at, 
despite the persistent determination of the 
Coreans not to purchase Foreign Goods. 
Native Merchunts allege that during the 
simmer a small quantity was smuggled, at 
a great cost, acroas the Ya-lu ; but enquiries 
made by myself nearer the spot, would lead 
to the couclusion that the prohibition is 
being carried out with sufficient stringency. 
To it excessive importance has, I think, 
been’ attached by the Dferchants of Ying- 
tail. I chanced to visit the Gate-at the 
time of tho last fair, and certainly all 
1 saw aud heard would induce the opinion 
that Foreign and~ Southern commoditics 
must be supplied. from Ta-ku-shan, 
whichis distant only one day’s journey. 
Lying at the mouth of the Yang after 
the iso the’ largest river of the province, 
it. receives from’ that stream a - toler- 
able harbour, and has become’the chief 
port ‘at the North of the Yellow Sea, A 
Bar has recently made its appearanee, but, 
ag the entite Southern’ coast possesses no- 
tival -spot,.- the advancement of Ta-Ku-shan 
is not likuly to cease.

Tae EMriovment oF ARTIOLED OLERES. 
—We (Law Times) have been repeatedly 
asked whether-the articles of apprenticeshiy 
to an attorney will ba avoided if the clerk 
wore to serve as deputy sheriff, deputy 
wnayor, poll clerk, or candidate's inspector 
wb-a- booth, We are quite clear that if 
these offices were held with the consent of 
the principal and not in neglect of the du 
owing to such principal, the articles would. 
by.in no way affected’ under -28 d-24 Vict, 
¢, 127, 8.10. That section: says that “no 
porson hereafter bound by articlas of olerk- 
ship to any, attorney or solicitor shall, dur- 
iug the term of servica mentioned in such. 
articles, hold any. office or engage in any 
employment whatsoever other than the em- 
ployment of elork to such attorriey or aoli- 
citor, aud his partner or partners (if any) in 
the business, practica, or employment. of 
anattornay or solicitor, save ag by thé 6 & 
7 Vict, ¢. 73, or this Act’ otherwise provid- 
ed ; and every person bound as. aforesaid 
shall, before being admitted an attorney or 
solicitor, prove by the affidavit - required 
under sect. 14 of the 6 & 7 Vict, c. 78, that 
he has not held any office or engaged. in 
any employment contrary .to this enact. 
ment, and ‘the form of such affidavit, as 
aforesaid shall be varied ‘by such addition 
thereto as may be necessary for this. pur- 
pose,” By looking further into the sta...
